There are 
frequent claims that U.S.-vSoviet relationa were excellent in Franklin 
Roosevelt's time and can be so again. The criticism of Kennedy voiced 
during the preelection period ceases abruptly, and commentators 
expressly adopt a wait-and-see attitude toward the new administraticn. 

Pakinp agrees with Moscow that the re3ults-/-Eigriifi.ed a popular rejection 
of past "cold war" policies but, unlike Moscow, ,s€es not the faintest 
possibility that a Kennedy administration can rove in the direction 
of detente. NCKA. dispatches cite world press reports as evidence that 
U.S. "aggressiveness" will not change. 

East_Eurcmgan propagandists are less reluctant than Moscow to criticize 
Kennedy or to express doubts regarding any future policy ciiange, but 
only Albania seems to side fully with Peking's uncompromising position.

Great Britain; The majority of the British press has warmly velcomf^d 
Senator Kennedy's election victory, according to the London radio. 
Several of the papers quoted Toy the' radio welcome Senator Kennedy's 
acsressive spirit, the nAJLY TELEGRAPH noting that the choice made 
hy the American people "could well mark a turning point in history 
toward a new era, full of peril perhaps, but also of great promise." 
The TBES points out that Britain hfis an interest in America heing 
strong and that Mr, Kennedy's election is therefore to he welccaned 
because it insures that the president and Congress will be working 
together, and not in mutual frustration. The Yorlcshlre POST 
anticipates that if Kennedy fulfills his proraise and the hopes 
resting on him the United States "In all probability will recapture 
the leadership of the Western world." 

Several papers deal with the future of relations betv^een the tree 
world and the communist bloc. In assessing the prospects of a 
swxiit meeting, the GUARDIAN says Senator Kenned^r ig "less obnoxious" 
to the Soviet Union than.Iir, Ilixon would have been. It adds that the 
president-elect is the only man in the United States who could run 
the risk of recognizing Cann-iunist China and advocating its admissioa 
to the United Nations. The SCttSBMAN says that llr, Klirushchev now wUl 
be dealing with new men but with old problems; it would he surprisiig 
if there were any great cliange in the American attitude. 

The EVEICENG STAMDARD, quoted by the Paris radio, welcomes the new 
president with the assurance that "the past is forgotten," The papjr 
says the British want to Torcet Kennedy's Irish origin "and 
especially the painful memory left behind here by his father . . . 
isolationist Joseph Kennedy, who ... did not conceal his aamiration 
for the Nazi masters of Gemanj'-," 

Reporting unofficial reactions at Whitehall and Deeming Street, the 
same Paris broadcast points out that it will be difficult to replace 
the sincere friendship between Macmillan and Eisenlior/er, and that 
Macnillan's voice may in the future "carry less vreiglit in the Westej-n 
camp." 

A discordant note comes from Northern Ireland where, according to 
REUTERS, a Belfast TELEGRAPH columnist has advised Lir. Kennedy to 
stay out of Ireland's partition problem, 

REHi££* Paris radio gives high precedence to ne^ra reports on the 
election returns, but French acceptance of the outcome is calm. 
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General anticipation of a more ^'igoro^^s fore i^i^ policy under the 
neir president is tinned ■'Jitli interest in Kenned^^'s position on 
Africa, particularly Algeria. 

DAUPEIItE LIBERE voices the sentjment of a nnaber of papers in .. .,,..^ 
c:rpressing the belief that "a shock like thnt of IIov.

the free irofld new hope." According to AFP correspondent ■ - 
Fernand Soulier/' U.S. foreign policy in the future vill be guided 
"Hore "by a realistic vision of intem.ationa3. prob.leriis than by 
ideolonical or strictly raoral conside.'r's.tionc ." Eoger Massip, 
TTTitinc. in FIGARO; believes that the passint^ of the, old 
ncministrat ion will not res^jit" in ani' less ev.ving of cooperation 
between the United States and its European allies.- 

Dealinti with Kennedy's interest in Africa, which is stressed- by 
several paperg , • lA CROEi believes it possible that Kennedy as- 
T^resident "will willingly assmie a bold attitude toward overseas 
probleras and will not hesitate to throvj U.S . prestige into the 
balance if necessar-y." LE COURIER EE SAOKS-ET-LOIFvE notes that the 
fmm:'^ox sometimes has given the impression 'of not understanding 
much about the tragedy Fi-ance is" facing in Algeria," but adds that^men 
often react differently when faced with act-ml problems than when tbey 
played the game without opposition." 

Parliauentary- DLeaders quoted by Radio Paris generally welcome the 
Kennedy victory. Francois Leonherdt, leader of the National Assenibly s 
socialist group, declares that Kjennedy represents "the party of movement 
and points out that it is impossible to win the East-West contest by 
renalning in '"the stagnation of conservatisn." Former premier 
Edgar Faure expresses understanding of the new president's position on 
the ' Alger ie.u' problem, lUiening it to that eventually adopted by 
Charles de Gau3.1e. A French ComBiunist Party spokestian, while refusing 
to 'coMifent on the changes in U.S'. policy that raight follow the 
elections, says he hopes for the abandonment of the cold war policy and 
for peaceful coexistence. Otlier political leaders suggest that _ 
Kennedy will pursue a "more djTiamic" policy; his election is greeted 
wan:ily by Guy Mollet and Paul RejTiaud. Maurice Schuraan sees the- exection 
of a Catholic as a "moral victory" for the free world.' 

Italy i Kennedy's election is viewed with satisfaction by Italian 
iSlitical leaders and the press . Premier Segni, quoted by the Rome 
radio, stated that Italians felt "profound satisfaction" at the U.S. 
demonstration. of free democracy. Segnl expressed certainty that 
Kenned^^, like his predecessors, v/ould continue to strengthen the ties 
bet\;een the United States and Italy ai5.d other E^JropemT countries, The 
-oresident of the Senate Foreign Affaire:? C-.:mml-ui-ee, Medici, saxd - tai; 
keimedy's wr-itlngs and parliamentary ac-bivities showed that he.:was„the man 
i\i-.iQrica needed. 
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The Italian press genera3.1y sees Kennedy's victory as a reflection 
of the American people's desire for a strong personality and for new 
liiethods and energy, rather than nev principles . 

L' ITALIA notes that the future of "a good proportion of the world" 
is in Kenned;^' 's hands and that it is for this reason that the 
American people chose hii;i to lead the nation and the free world. 
IL PAESE interprets Kennedy's victory as reflecting the American 
people's desire for "projiress and a relaxation of tension." 
IL TEIIPO hails the pramise of new methods and new energy which 
Kennedy will "bring to his administration. In the ne\T phase of the 
coi:Eiimist challenge to the free world, it adds, the United States 
needed a complete renewal of its government team, "Fortunately, 
this lias happened." IL COKRIEFLE DELIA SERA believes that the 
American people have chosen the better man, but wai-ns that it is too 
early to meas'jre his stature. It lauds him for urging the Aii:iericeui 
people to work and sacrifice to maintain "the greatness and the poi/er 
slii^ping away from them." IL GECOLO XIX says the Ar,ierican people 
are now more than ever united iii opposing communism and defending 
freedom. 

AVANTI warns of the pressures to which the new president will be 
subjected by those who \rant him on their side. In this conteict, tie 
paper asserts that the purpose of Chancellor Adenauer's coming trip 
to the United States is to induce Kennedy to make policy comiaitmen ts 
regarding Berlin and the Geirmn question. Several papers agree with 
IL POPOLO that Kennedy's election represents the collapse of "the old 
religious prejudice" against a Catholic president. Comment on thi? 
topic from the Vatican is sparse, but it is generally indicated in 
press agency dispatches ±hat while the Vatican approves the election 
of a Catholic president It foresees no changes in its relationship 
with the United States, 

Scandinavia ; Official caiiment from the Scandinavian countries is 
reserved. The premiers of Deixiark, Norway, and S-^reden are ail reported 
"pleased" at the outcome] Nonray's Gerhardsen e::pressed the belief that 
the election result "will contribute to an improvetient of the 
International situation." Si:edish commentators suggest that the 
election was based more on personal qioalities than political attitiides, 
and that while Kennedy's Intellect'oal qualities arouse admiration -md 
respect and his charm is great he laclis "intense feeling" or "idealism." 
A "Stockholm radio corrjientator concludes that Keniaedy, .ms the # 
reiaresentative of a great power, enters the international political 
arena ''not least as tne spoliesman of a new and young generation 
anxious about :ita e.i.dars ' i-insuccessful efforts to achieve 
understanding . " 
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According to StocIclioli:i radio, Gvedisli papers have G3:"eat hopes for 
the hev regime and the nev Generation vhich will come to the 
1,'hite House; the papers quoted contrast the incoming administration 
vith that of President Eisenliouer, AFJX)iroMDET says Kennedy vill 
Iiave good use in the futvTe for the qualities vhich liave given him 
victoiT, for it will "tal:e tioae and strength to make something great 
out of the inheritance from Eisenhower." In the sai.ie vein, AFffiETET 
says a Kennedy govfexro-ient will "be a.;Strcng one and peop3.e outside the 
United States will "be anxious to see if Kennedy can regain "the 
power of initiative in international politics lost during the 
Republican administration." EXEffiSSEN points out that Kennedy 
represents the new generation in U.S. politics and hopes that he vill 
he able to "revers? the trend and return to the United States, and 
also to the whole free world, that belief in the future which is so 
difficult to grasp after such a politically stormy autumn," 
IiA.GEK3 HYHETER reflects the disappointment with the Eisenhower 
adiiiinlstration vrhieh permeates much of Scandinavisji election comment, 
sayin:j: "The fact that Jolm ?. Kennedy will be president for the ne:rt 
foi.ur years gives us hope tliat the United States will really achieve 
the revival demanded of the greatest democracy in the world at a time 
\faon such demands are greater than ever before." 

AFP reports that Copenhagen papers welcaiie Kennedy's election. 
AICDUELT declares that Kennedy will be in a better position to face 
luirushchev than was Eisenho'.;'er, whose position had been weakened. 
EGRLIIIGSKE TXDEIIDE foresees no important changes in U.S. foreign 
policy, despite Kennedy's criticism of the outgoing administration. 

Benelux: In a message broadcast by Hilversvra radio, Dutch Foreign 
Ilinister Joseph Luns e^cpresses the belief that Kennedy will pursue 
"the some policy which has proved beneficial to _ the free world," 
Asserting that the new presid.Gnt can be viewed with the same confidence 
accorded Presidents.. Eisenhower aridjIErvsman., the minister points out tiat 
Kennedy will have sxi advantage which Eiseniiower lacked — a majority in 
Congress . 

ITIEUl/E ROTIERDAMSE COURAIW?, quoted by Hilversum radio, attributes a 
decline in American prestige to the "far from inspiring spirit" in 
■i7hich President Eisenhower's adiriinlstration handled foreign policy. 
The paper says it.^esqg'ects no "spectacul^ar" changes from Mr, Kennedy, 
but is looking for^rard to a "more intensive" policy. TIJD also recalls 
that Kennedy had reproached the Eisenhower adtiinistration for a dip 
In U.S. prestige, and calls on him to raise it. ALGEl/EEEN HAWDELSBIAJD 
calls Kennedy's victory an iiaportant event for the whole Western world. 
Noting the importance attached to the president-elect's decision on 
the nomination of a secretary of state, the paper says that 
Adlai Stevenson has the greatest appeal from the European point of view. 
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Belgian papers, -briefly reviewed by SFP, approve the election of 
Senator Kennedy. According to LE EEUPLE, Kennedy seems "better 
equipped than Wixon ... to bring peace to the world." LA CIIE 
interprets the Democratic triumph as a condemnation of Republican 
policy, 

Svitzerland; Bern radio commentaries view the election of Senator 
Kennedy optimistically, applauding his youth, his dynamism, and his 
demonstration that the religious aspect of political questions has 
dminished in importance in America. ■. AccordinG to one commentator, 
the General lines of U.S. foreiQn policy will remain the same, 
but under the Democrats this policy is expected to be more flexible 
than under the Republicans. 

Tlie Swiss press anticipates a more active international policy free 
the United States. JOmmL DE GENEVE says the Democratic victory 
foreshado\ra "a resumption of active internationalism by the 
United States," which would be a positive move "provided it is 
accompanied by equally active representation of Europe on the 
international stage." GAi231TIE DE LAUSANNE suggests that Kennedy's 
E'oropean policy will be more flexible, but hopes for "better 
understanding of the need for a compromise equally acceptable to 
the Six and the Seven" in the European econom;^. EASLEE NACHRICHIEIJ 
expects economic issues to take precedence over military issues in 
U.S. foreign policy, with a consequent curtailment of the system of 
bases abroad when other means of "equal value" have been assured. 
The Zurich T-JELTWOCHE declares that what is fuiidai:iental in the struggle 
between communism and the free world is "whether the coming 
generation in America understands the intellectue.l, political, and 
moral problems of its ovm country and the world and learns to assume 
responsibilities beyond individual striving for profits." 

Greece: Athens radio carries congratulatory messages by the King 
expressing assurance that Kennedy's teiro of office will contribute to 
the consolidation of world peace, and the Preruier's wish for contirried 
American defense of world freedom and justice. One Athens radio 
commentary refutes the coi:)munist interpretation of the election res ilt 
as a condemnation of the Republican "cold war policy" and the comrrm list 
attempt to present the Dewocrats as ready to accept the "commmist 
peace, recalling that the Demoeratlc Party was in power at the tlmn 
of the Truman doctrine and the Korean war and pointing out that botli 
parties agree on opposition to commi.mism. Another cormientary obser^^es 
that the narrow margin of victory excludes the inteiTpretation that -:he 
people condemjied the policy of the Eisenhower administration. 

Spal£:^ An editorial in YA points out that when the U.S. presidency 
is held by a Democrat, Spanish-American relations are "above party 
politics^" but also cites the good relations which have existed under 
the Republican administration. 
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EL ALCAZAR notes that Kennedy's election has been received 
favorably throughout the world/ but thinics it probable that the 
sarie reception would have been accorded a Nixon victory. 

\jeEt Germany: Party and goverrar.ent leaders In IJest Gerinany foresee 
a continuation of current U.S. policies, though pursued perhaps more 
energetically with regard to peace and secui'ity in general and the 
German and Berlin problems in particular. The press and radio 
represent Chancellor Adenauer as hopefulfthat "tru^tfiil Gemian- 
Anerican cooperation" will continue. D?A reports that Bonn 
diplomatic circles are "satisfied" tbat the "vacuum of uncertainty 
in the IJest's common policies has now been removed." Bonn feels 
"no doubt about the firmness of UoS. policy under Kennedy's 
leadership." 

I'arty leaders quoted by DPA voice confidence in Kennedy's attitude 
toward the German problem and Berlin. The CDU-CSU anticipates 
cooperation between the Geri::an Federal Government and Kennedy, a 
CDU spokesman states, stressins the need for Western imity under 
U.G. leadership. The GPD press service asserts that "the voice of the 
United States will resound \!±th greater strength and self-assurance, " 
:;ivinc; "fresh confidence to the free world." The FDP expects that the 
free -^rorld will regard Kennedy as the guarantor of a consistent U.S. 
foreign policy in the future, Hamburg CDU Chairman Erilc Blumenfeld_, 
after personally observinQ the U.S. elections, asserts that Kennedy 
vill be "stiffer" in rejjard to the German question than Ilixon wouJ.d 
have been. Berlin Senate circles welcome Kennedy's election "without 
reservations," DPA reports. Ilayor Willy Brandt and the Federal 
coi-iL-jiissioner in Berlin e:cpreG3 the conviction that with Kennedy Berlin's 
future is in good hands . 

Press and radio commentators welcome the election of Kennedy, stress inc 
that a new era of American politics seems to be in the offing, with 
Greater flexibility and Increased military poi/er. Papers of all 
affiliations feel that the leading role of the United States will be 
emphasized more strongly, that the uncertainty overshadowing the common 
policy of the VJest will be elisiinated, but that no basic changes in 
American foreign policy are lilcely. 

All coriimentators speak of Kennedy as dynamic, liberal, and intelligent. 
Although the supranational sic^nificance of the position of a U.S. 
president is stressed, only tvro papers, ALLGEllEIHE ZEITUWG and 
TAGESGPIEGEL refer to Kennedy persona.lJLy as the "leader of the free 
world." Kennedy is not "passive and defensive lilce Eisenhower but 
active, aggressive, and willing to meJize decisions^," HArOTOVERSCHE rREGSE 
says. On American-Soviet relations, af^reement prevails that Washington 
will remain adamant, that Kennedy will initiate world political develop- 
ments, be more flexible and energetic in trying to maintain a "peace 
through pov7er" policy, in the words of DEUUBCIIE ZEITUNG, and not fall 
prey t^p|(^:^|| (fcg^jfeiease 2002/08/21 : CIA-RDP80B01676R000900020018-4 
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There are no Indications that Kennedy will be i/ealier in dealing 
irith the East even though he considers the islands of Quemoy and 
IJatsu not worth a war, says SUEDDEUTSCHE ZEITUIIG, while other 
papers agree that Kennedy will not follow an appeasement policy and 
that he is determined to stop the communist advance in the world. 
It is also said that Moscow's praise for the election of Kennedy is 
based on the erroneous assimiption that he will steer a Eii3-der 
course than his predecessor, according to SA^IRBRUECICER ZEITUIIG. 

Press and radio cominentators devote particular attention to the 
possible effects the election of Kennedy may have on German^r, with 
agreement prevailing that the future of Germany is assured by 
Kennecly's strong commitiiient toirard Berlin, It is talcen for granted, 
that an American-Soviet agreement at the expense of Germany is o^a-b 
of the question, but that Germany must be prepared to make greater 
sacrifices and contributions for the sake of a stronger Western 
policy, particularly since Kennedy called for sacrifices for a 
"greater America." Eerliners had hoped fnr more ffcom Nixon but Rre 
now satisfied with Kennedy, notes a Radio Eranlcfurt commentator. 
Some papers consider a visit by Kennedy to Berlin qtuite possible. 

Speculation on West Gerraan adjiistment to a new and dynamic Aajerican 
course is wary, some observers fearing that Bonn will have difficulties 
in catching up with coning personnel and government changes in 
Washington. Adenauer's planned ir^eting with Kennedy is considered 
most important since German foreign policy is based on a close linlc 
betxreen Bonn and Washington. GEI-ffiRAL-AWZEIGER believes that 
Adenauer feels somewhat uncomfortable about the curt dismissal the 
American electorate gave Eisenliower and his protege Nixon. 

The Cologne weekly RHEIWISCIIER I-IERKUR notes that more emphasis on 
Africa and Asia in U.S. foreign policy is likely sijice Kennedy 
believes a rapid change in the world balance of power will take place 
in the next 10 years. ALLGEl-EIHE ZEia:JKG believes CoriBiiunist Chine 
might agree temporarily to a coexistence policy after Kennedy's 
statement on Matsu and Quemoy, since the commiinists can e:rpect to gain 
the islands without war. If, however, this attitude of the 
United States is interpreted as abandonment of the containment policy, 
the communists will try to conquer more of the free vrarld, the paper 
■vrarns . 

Austria: The Austrian radio features Austrian political leaders' 
statements welcoming Kennedy's victory. Socialist Party head Pittermann 
is quoted as saying that Austrian Socialists e:.q?ect that "an end wijJ. 
be put to the unfortunate policy of choosing semifascists or outright 
fascists as allies in the struggle against corxainism, " and that 
"democracy must not be allowed to degenerate into a policy of 
collaboration vfith totalitarian representatives outside of the 
communist ideology." 
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Austrian radio commentator OstiT, ascribing the "serioiis blunders" 
of the Eise;ahower administration mostly to the professional soldier's 
lacK of political training hails the fact tliat Kennedy has such 
political experience and adds: "One is tempted to speak of a 
transition from 19th century roiiianticisM"— which until nov max^ked 
U.S. foreign policy— "to the cool matter-of-factness of today's 
yoLuiG Generation." This, he says, is bound to reseat in a major 
ciianfie in East-West relations, although it remains to be seen 
uhethcr youiig Kennedy v^ill rivister eno^jgh patience to get along with his 
old and tradition-heavy European allies. 

The Austrian press generally welcomes Kennedy's victory. 
People's Party and Catholic Papers stress the fact that it showed that 
a Catholic can win the presidency; Socialist papers welccane it in the 
hope that Kennedy may becoiue a "sj/mbol of progress lUce 
Franklin D. Roosevelt"; and the Communist press evinces hope that he 
v.iay tm-'n out to be a "lesser evil." The consensus of the non- 
Corxiunist press is that Kennedy has everything necessary to become a 
aiTianic free world leader. There are fi-equent references to his sound 
jud(;ment of world problems, and expressions of appreciation for the 
ceneral tenor of his campaign. But many papers say tliat it woiild be 
m-on^ to expect of hir.i drastic changes at once, and others caution that 
problems in East-West relations icay prove as tough to him as they did 
to his predecessor. Soiue papers suggests tliat Kenaedy has yet to grow 
into his leader's role. 

The hope is widely expressed that under Kennedy's leadership the West 
will succeed in wresting the Initiative in the East-West striiggTe — 
from the East, Several papers expect an early meeting with Khrushchev. 
1-hile it is widely assumed tliat Kennedy will devote increased attention 
to Asian, Ai'rican, and Latin American countries, there is little 
e^.-pression of apprehension that he might neglect Europe on their 
account. Only the independent KEUE KURIER vronders if Ifemiedy might 
not De tempted to disregard the relatively small but "so difficult 
to handle" Europe in favor of Afro-Asian and Latin American areas. 
But this paper adds: "iCenuedy ejnounts to a hope and a risk— but 
Ki::on would have been hardly much less of a risk, while offering far 
less hope." 

There is no direct criticism of the president-elect, but some papers 
sjtipathetic to Nixon in:ply that Kennedy might be influenced by 
•Roosevelt eggheads, " v^hom they hold responsible for the postwar vacuvai 
vrhich pemrltted the eiqpanslon of "communist imperialism." The 
independent SALZBIHGER imCIfi^ICI-ITEN says: "Had Roosevelt's Democrats 
not failed so miserably in world politics in the early forties, mankind's 
peace would have been assm-ed long ago." lEEGSE clahns E-jropeans are 
worried over the possibility of an "era of erratic, dangerous 
e::peruiienting, " especially in view of the Democrat^ ' need for spectacular 
successes. 
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The follovlng quotations convey the general tenor of cautious 
optijnisrii in Austrian press coEiBent on the Kennedy election: 

"Kennedy has made it clear that he wants to regain for the 
United Stater, moral leadership in the -world. It is self-evident 
that as U.So president and the UfeStern world's leader he Xfill oppcse 
the ii-nperialistic claiEi$ of communism, and he \t111 prohahly do this 
liiore efficiently than it lias been done "by the Eisenhower 
adiuinistration lately." (AEBEIOER-ZEITUnG) "The era of retarded 
repair of political blunders^ could now he over, and an age of new 
concepts could be initiated." (EXPRESS) "Tliere is every indication 
that this hew road will be marhed by greater dynaiaxcs but at the 
sai:ie time by greater elasticity,'" This alone is a nost welcome 
aspect of the election outcome." (OEEROESOIEKREICIIISCIIE KACIEICEISH) 

B. Middle East 

The main theme of Arab radio and press comment is concern \7hether 
Kennedy will fulfill his campaign promises to Israel. A second tc-plc 
of major concern is futvire U.S. policy on Algeria. 

UAE5 In UAR comment, a comiaentary from the Egyptian radio says the 
Democratic victory was more a repudiation of Republican policy thsn a 
triviraph for the Democrats, and that the voters could find in neitlier 
candidate a strong personality to be fully relied on to lead the 
country in difficult years ahead. All other cotxient appears in the 
UAR press, reviewed by UAR radios and the MIDDLE EAST IM'JS AGEHCY. 
Cairo's AL-Ai>aiBAR points to the American people's desire for a clutnge 
and Republican policy errors as the ve,in factors iii the resilLt, 

llo change in the broad lines of U.S. foreign policy is foreseen by the 
Daraascus AL-WAHDAH, which asserts that as long as the United States 
is leader of what world peoples — "particularly the AfrC -Asians" — 
regard as the imperialist camp, a change in American policy toward 
adherence to peaceful coexistence and respect for freedom a:id sell- 
deteraiination can only be Miposed from outside, by the "struggling 
peoples," The Cairo AL-AIGIBAR, however, affirms that there doubtless 
will be new policy trends, though perhaps more changes in "methodr." 
than substantial modification of policy, AL-JUIIIIURIYAH greets new- 
reports of a possible Eact-Uest summit conference, adding that Kenned;/ 
stated in his campaign he vas ready to meet Premier IQirushchev to rem.o-'-.; 
the "bad results" of Republican policy toward the USSR. Among several 
papers referring to the election issue of American prestige, AL-AICHS5R 
says. Kennedy was chosen on the basis of his i)romise to revii^e American 
prestige, which history proves has fluctuated depending on the upholdxn,^ 
of America's founding principles, and will not increase -vjlth progress 
in missiles or atomic weapons. 
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On the major theme of Cairo and Damascvis coriment- -Kennedy 's election 
prouises regarding Israel — there are varying estiijiates o.f the danger 
of these and the probability of their implementation, Uhile 
AL-AWMA says on Nov, 8 that the lirae has passed -i/hen the success of 
either party could affect the destiny of the Iliddle East, since 
Arabs determine their ovra policy, a BayKal article in AL-AHE^.i on 
ITov. 11 sperks of the "^reat danger aiiid great evil" in Kennedy's 
election in viev of his prorlsraeli statements and the great role of 
the United States in guiding world destiny. 

The Cairo radio asserts that Kennedy has the same policy toward Israel 
as Nixon, continuing the policy of !Ii"uman, who created Israel, and 
T^arns of a "clash" if Kennedy attempts to implement his promises under 
"Je-'.7ish pressure," AL- JUI 1HURI1AII, reviewed by Cairo's Voice of the 
Arabs, asserts that the j^merican capitalists of both parties continue 
to regard Israel as their principal base in the Iliddle East and a 
I)rop for expansion and Influence, On the other heuid AL-AEEIAM, also 
q.uoted by Voice of the Arabs, says Kennedy is not bound by his 
preelection promises, except the one to revive U.S. prestige, -and to achie-, 
this he must not permit the United States to be V,Bo6. as f\ tool, as 
it -iras in the Palestine q\.iestion. AL-JUMHURIYAH says Arabs are waiting 
to see whether American leaders have learned the "grave danger" to 
security and freedom represented by world Zionism, and whether they 
•"Jill adopt the only road to a better Middle East atmosphere tliz'oiigh 
recognition of Arab nationalism, A Cairo radio taLk in Hebrew aslcs 
Kennedy to fl^ee himself from the policy of promises to Israel by 
Truman, Roosevelt, and Harrixian and to follev his own policy, adding 
that the Arabs want to preserve their ties with the United States to 
Insure relations based on understanding. 

Radio Caii'o notes Kennedy's stateraent that he vrould seek a solution 
to the Algerian probler.i in the interests of self-determination, and in 
its ''Voice of the Algerian Republic" program sajs that all that is 
desired from the United States is neutrality in the Algerian struggle, 

Iraq : Comment broadcast by the Baghdad radio ranges from limited 
approval of the new president to hostility. The radio's single 
coriiLientary on the elections asserts that only e:cperience will show 
whether Kennedy will emulate Roosevelt or Trutian, the "creator of the 
cold t^ar"; while his statements on Israel shovr him to be the same as 
his predecessor, his viev7s on liquidation of imperialism in Africa 
offer "some hope." The commentaly expresses hope tlmt Kennedy will 
change Americsin policy to\rard Arab causes, rectifying past Republican 
policies such as support for Israel, which "has harmed United States 
relations with the Afro-Asian people," the theory of the vacuum, and 
aid to France in Algeria- -all actions which were "specific policy" 
rather than errors. 
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The rightist AL-AHA.LI asserts that world peoples have grotinds to 
"believe that U.S. policy nay tend to calm the prevailing atmosphere 
and reraove the \rorld frow the ■brink of -the abyss \rhere the 
Republican party dracced it, AZ-ZAI4AN says there is naturally 
taUi of changes in American policy tovard preservln2 world peace 
after failure of the sumnlt and disarmament tallcs, and other crises. 

Several papers are openly hostile. The independent AL-AKHBAR says 
Kennedy will be the saiiie as President Eisenhower in adopting a poli-j 
boi-uid to "intensify world tension" and that the waraongers will 
capitalize on Kennedy's "ine::perience" and willingness to "talce 
rishs" to "implement their plots." According to the leftist 
AL-BILA.D, in view of Kennedy's pledge to increase military strength 
the election was won by the policy of the cold war, the armament 
race, and "intensification of -fche domination of the peoples of the 
United States ^ West Em-ope, and' the baclcvrard countries by the 
lr.iperlalists and monopolists." 

Jordan: Amman radio, widely reporting world press reaction, revievs 
an AL-JIKAD article asking Kennedy to review his campaign pledges 
backing Israel, which if carried out would increase the anger of all 
Arabs against the United States, and calls for a cautio-us wait to see 
Kennedy's policy on the Palestine question. According to the 
ARAB IJH-JS AGEHCI, Falastin says that the shift of power to the Demccrats, 
who are Imown for their "daring decisions" regardless of consequences, 
is a potential danger, and AL-IIAI^AR hopes Kennedy will not follow In 
Truman's steps regarding Israel, 

Lebanon : Two Beirut radio commentaries do not foresee seriovis charges 
in Ai;ierican policy and find hope for renewed East-Uest negotiatioriB 
in Kennedy's campaign pledge to increase American prestige, his 
support of the principle of negotiations, and his assertion that tj-..e 
United States and the USSR both desire to free themselves from the 
armament race. Accordmg to AIIA, the rightist independent AN-MAHAB 
says Kennedy is no more influenced by Zionism than IJixon, and calls for 
Arab efforts to work to make fruiti"ul the "new era" in /vmerica's 
vievra toward the Arabs . 

Israel: The Israeli radio coriments that if a Catholic can win, perlr.aps 
^"^TrTthe more distant future, a Jew can too." Ai-.iong Israeli papers 
quoted by the radio, DAVAR says two main reasons for the victory w<re 
the renewed vigor Kennedy gave his party and the sjT.ibol of religioxs 
tolerance which the candidate came to be. The Jejru^filem POST recaJ.ls 
Kennedy's four-point declaration regarding Israel, which included 1he 
proposal for an Arab-Israeli peace conference, and HABOKER asserts 
that fulfillment of such promises depends to a large ey.tent on Israel's 
Insistence on their fulfilL'.ient, adding that elements "without 
s-^Tipathy for Israel, such as Senator Fulbright, may propose easy solutions 
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The Jerusalem POST believes Kennedy's election will result in 
strengthening the international position of the United States so 
that it can niore successfuil-/ compete politically and technologically 
with the USSR. IJ&TZOFE and II2RUT say the nev president shoiild he 
fully trusted not to repudiate his promises, 

Iran: The Teheran radio carries ample nevrs coverage of the election 
aiid a brief statement by a Foreign Ministry spokesman saying the 
Iranian Government and people welcome Kennedy's election ajid hope?, 
for continued cooperation and good viU in vorl: for peace and 
betteiT-ient of the peoples of the world. 

Tu rkey : Radio Anicara cotiments that as a politician of the younger 
generation Kennedy is e::pected to initiate a '/dynamic" American domestic 
and foreign policy. His main caiiipaign theme concerned the alleged 
decline of American prestige, and he expressed the desire to be a 
president vho would not only prevent war but save the peace. That is 
why the American people chose Kennedy and why the free vrorld e^qjects 
hii-.! to achieve victory for peace and freedom, 

C . Africa 

Ilo rocco : Radio Pabat^ reviev;-ing Senator Kennedy's public statements on 
Algeria, reaches this concliision on the election results: "The trend 
which U.S. policy will now follow has become clear. The U.S. State 
Department will apply all its influence to prornoting an immediate 
solution to the Algerian dispute, taking into consideration the interests 
of the Algerian nationalists." Citing a report from Tunis, the radio says 
that Algerian leaders there have refused to e:roress any opinion on 
Kennedy's election, although they regard his cai:ipaign statements on 
the Algerian problem as "ajnbiguous if not contradictory." 

_.i. xbya ; Echoing the Rabat radio's praise for Senator Kennedy's repeated 
e:r[)ression of deep interest in the Algerian problem and his view that 
Algeria is more than a French problem, Radio Benghazi voices the hope that 
I'a^new president and a new policy will replace the old" and that Kennedy 
'■will not forget his great syi-,ipathy for the Algerian cause, on which the 
Arabs have built high hopes." The radio comraentator notes Arab 
disappointment in Kennedy's views on Israel bu-;: e:.3)resses hope that he 
will reconsider the "justice and reason of Arab insistence on regaining 
Palestine," 

Other Afri can Co untries ; The Addis Ababa radio broadcasts Emperor 
Ilaile Selassie's congratulatory message to the president-elect but offers 
no original comment. AIT Quotes the Mali newsijaper L'ESSOR as hailing 
Keiinedy's election priiri&riJy Localise hia s Uihoiioiii-.s on Africa were "more 
explicit and less vague" than Ilixonls. 
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Tlie paper believes that "Keimedy's election will contribute to the 
development of underdeveloped countries vithout affecting their 
independence . " 

D. Asia and the Far East 

India ; Senator Kennedy's election has been received with great 
satisfaction in Indian political and paress circles^ Delhi broadcasts 
and dispatches report. Hir. friendship for India and appreciation of 
its problems and objectives are the subject of nuch of the coimnent, 
and hope is expressed that priority will be given to the extension oi 
aid to underdeveloped countries in Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 
The fact that the U.S. Concress is to be Democratic is also viewed as 
rnalclnG easier the impleraentation of long-term econonic development 
plans for underdeveloped countries . Many commentators note that tlie 
world looks to Kennedy to provide leadership in creating conditions for 
peace, fighting poverty and ignorance, and enlarging freedom. 

The TBIES OF IHDIA states that although KJsniied;ir could not start with a 
clean slate in foreign affairs, he could adopt "less rigid attitudes" 
and iTorlc for a "detente with the Soviet bloc without losing face." i'he 
IICDIAIJ EXHIESS offers similar comment and suggests that a "s^oiDmit 
conference will be a distinct possibility ne:rfc year." The TIMES OF IJMDIA 
also hopes that a new effort may be made to break the deadlock on 
disarraament and to achieve "peaceful settlements in Europe and the 
Far East, without which international peace is not secure," 

The Tll'ffiS OF IHDIA notes tliat the people of India and of other under- 
developed countries "have particular reason for gratification" at Kennedy s 
election, saying that "he has a keener appreciation of the econamic needs 
of the 'forgotten regions.'" The IHNDUSTAW THIES observes that Kemr.edy 
advocated these views as long ago as 1957 an<3. subsequently helped tc 
give effect to some of theij in legislation of ^mich .>e was a cosponsor. 
The INDIAN EXERESS concludes "that one may trust therefore that the new 
administration will i:-.iplement and augment the flow of U.S. econcmic 
assistance to this country,'' and that if he succeeds in :^perting tc 
his "blueprint" some of the "unconventional iriiage which he has careinlly 
projected on the American consciousness, it may nark a turn for the 
better in the recent history of the United States and the world." 

AltliOLigh no direct coriiment from Prime Minister ITehru is quoted., a 
PRESS TRUST OF MDIA dispatch states that "Nehru is reported to have notecL 
that Kennedy'i' had promised to bring about a new outlook in U.S. foreign 
and domestic policies; /vr.ierlcan policies might noM take a new turn, 
Neliru is reported to have said." 

N. Sanjeeva Reddy, president of the ruling Indian National Congress, is 
quoted by PTI as saying: "Let us hope he will give a new outlook fcr the 
solution of world problems," 
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Asolca llelita, chairman of the Praja Socialist Faxtj, said; according 
to PTI, that "Ivir, Kennedy is a good friend of India and his election 
introduces youthfulness into i.'-orld leadership; -vm liave no doubt that 
there will emerge new aims and new endeavors for world peace and 
cooperative progress." A. K, Gopalan, Cormn^aiiist Party leader ;, views 
::cnator Kennedy's election as a triumph for the forces of peace in 
the i/orldj according to PTI. 

Pa kista n: Pakistan's cordial relations with the United States, says 
Che Karachi radio, began during a Democratic acliainistration and ■ 
frrther strengthened during Eisenhower's Republican regime; it can 
be hoped that this friendship will be continued in tiie new 
adninistration» Pakistani officials q.uoted by the radio welcome 
Kennedy's election and hope for stepped-up aid from the United States. 
Do'orces close to the Pakistan Foreign Office are described by India's 
PTI as not expecting any inmediate change in U.S. policy to\7ard 
Pakistan, especially in regard to military and economic aid, but they 
fear that the new administration "might shift its emphasis toward 
neutralist India from the present administration's stress on regional 
military pacts." The possible role of Chester Bowles and 
Adlai Stevenson, "ardent friends of India," in determining the 
foreign policy of the United S'bates is viewed \;ith apprehension, 
according to PTI reports. 

One newspaper is quoted as noting that "rightly or in:*ongly^ an 
iiiipression has been created that Kennedy does not believe in pacts and 
alliances into which the Eisenliower administration successfully persuaded 
a nLiraber of underdeveloped countries of Asia, including Pakistan, to enter, 
thereby linliing their own fate with that of /America's and incurring 
the ill will and even anger of the Soviet bloc." PTI quotes the 
English-language MOKNIHG IMVJ as attributing to President Ayub Klian 
the Y±ev that "the United States would not be doing any great favor 
in giving military aid: it would not be just kindness; it vrould be in 
their self-interest and self-preservation." 

Ceylon : Ko official comment on the results of t?ie U.S. election has 
been monitored, but Ceylon's political party leaders. Including those of 
the fon-ier ruling United National Party and the Trotsl^Hte Lanlca Sama 
Samaj party, say that "the outcome will make no difference to the main 
lines of American policy, " according to PTI . The election is seen as 
''the triijmph of youth" and ''victory over religious prejudice." Former 
Pi'irae Ilinister Dudley Senanayake says he hopes "the victory over 
religious prejudice is merely a prelude to the elinination of racial 
prejudice in the domestic affairs of that great country." The 
CEYLON DAILY NEWS said, according to PTI, that nations would look to the 
new Ar.ierican leadership to pursue the cavise of disan-.iarient with fresh 
deterraination . 
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It welcomed the president-elect's "premise of leadership and not 
salesmanship" and expressed the hope that "this pattern vovJA dominBfce 
all aid channeled from nations that have to those that have not." 

Burma : Only news reports on the election results are carried hy the 
Rangoon radio_, hut PTI attributes to Prime Minister U Ku the view 
that any change in U.S. policy following the change in U.S. leadership 
would not come at one stroJce, "Let us wait and see" was U Ku's 
conclusion. 

Thailand : No cananent on the elections has heen nonitored, hut AFP 
reports tliat on election day "election fever vas running high" in 
Bangkok, with much interest being shown in the results . 

South Vietnam ; Saigon-Cholon editorial reaction to the Kennedy victory 
ranges from apprehension to wholehearted approval. The Chinese-langisge 
press, which had "bitterly attacked the candidate's views on Quemoy end 
llatsu, is particiolarly cautious in its evaluation of the possible course 
of U.S. actions, but most papers look for a rejuvenation of U.S. 
foreign policy. The English-language TTC/ES OF VIEINAM describes the 
president-elect as a " coffimitted IntemationBlist" and ststefe that. Kennecy, 
"perhaps more than his campaign opponent, recognizes despite his youth 
the critical position in which the free world stands in the face of the 
coETmunist threat," It also notes with satisfaction Kennedy's "bold 
ventures" in foreign policy which bring hope to underdeveloped countrie&. 

The Chinese -language AH CEAU JIH PAG is satisfied that "no matter wr ich 
party is in power, there will not be any great difference in foreigr 
policy." But it warns that "small nations of the free world must rely 
more on themselves instead of entirely depending on the great powers . " 
The election, AH CHAU adds, shows tliat the American people are 
dissatisfied with Republican foreign policy and that the U.S. Goverrment 
will now seek an "appreciable change" in many fields. U.S. foreign 
policy would benefit from reexamination, and the United States will 
continue to qualify as free irorld leader only if it compe-tes for thf 
hearts of emtlcommunist people and strengthens the free world alllajsce. 

The Chinese -language YUAN TUl^Kl JIH PAO praises Kennedy as a man of 
action and determination aid expresses hope that_ he \7ill be able to 
change U.S. policy from a negative to a positive position in dealing 
irith communism. The Chinese GUN WUN JIH PAO hupes that Kennedy's 
proposal to "abandon Quemoy and Matsu" was only a cariipalgn tactic, 
observing that "if Kennedy consi.ders these islands indefensible and 
vfants to abandon them he had better take into account the connequen'^: 
developments in the world." SHIN SHUN JIH PAO, also Chinese, warns tha+- 
Kennedy "must be aware that his every action \/lll have repercussiom; on 
the t.'orld situation; he must avoid the 'fresh, bold promise' tactict; 
of the carapaign." 
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Vietnamese-language editorials, in contrast, take a decidedly confident 
Tiev or the Kennedy victory. IV DO declares that "it is time for the 
free -.rorld to change its tactics against the comraimists and talce the 
initiative." It expresses the hope that "the rejuvenation of U.S. 
leadership will blow fresh air through the anticormunist countries" so 
they can nove to the offensive against comraunisn. It also predicts 
that U.S. foreign policy vill now follow a "liberal and versatile course 
consistent with the new world situation." The semiofficial 
CACH liANG QUOC GIA declares that if the policies outlined in the 
Kennedy campaign are applied the result will be prosperity for the 
United States and the "collapse of all the dictatorial regimes which 
are sowing calamity everi^ayhere . " 

Cari bodi a: Radio Phnora Penh cites Kennedy's back.^round as evidence that 
he will be an effective leader of the free world. Noting Kennedy's 
e::tensive past opportunities to observe diploraacy and foreign policy 
fonaulation, the English-language caumientary asserts: "Certainly the 
v;orld will not find in Ilr. Kennedy a brash young man who would plunge 
the vrorld into war any more tlian it will find a vreary old man to whom 
war is still an extension of the present. His political experience is 
eq-ually good. The leader of the VJest in these days must understand 
grassroots politics, because all the people with whom he will deal are 
politicians >iho have come up the hard way." It concludes that "the 
world in general, and the Uest in particular, has a leader singuJ.arly 
fitted to i^ieal with the problems which now cloud the horizon, a leader 
\Tho vUl bring fresh thinliing to a world with little time to lose." 

Indonesia ; Jaliarta radio reports favorable foreign reaction to the 
election and carries the congratulatory messages addressed to Kennedy 
by President Suicarno and Soviifet Premier Khrushchev. The Jalcarta papers 
Bi]RITA IKDOKESIA and EEDOIIAI^, according to AlfTARA, e:rpect "something 
new" to emerge in international relations but. do not hope for any change 
in America's attitude toward the VJest Irian question. B3JEITA INDOKESIA 
forecasts a relaxation in East-Uest relations because Republican 
"hardheadedness" has been replaced by a group which ■I'geems to be more 
flexible" in facing its Soviet antagonists. 

S ingapo re and Malaya ; Singapore radio's English-language commentator 
observes' only that Kennedy will be a "full time" president, capable of 
providing vigorous leadership. 

Australia: The dominant note in Australian papers, according to the 
llelbourne radio, is the hope that the new president will be able to 
negotiate with Khrushchev to ease world tension. The Melbourne AGE and 
the 1/EST AUSTRALIAN believe that Kennedy will have to introduce more 
flexibility into American foreign policy, which has been too rigid for 
too long. The IJEST AUSTPu\LIAN adds that while much depends on tlie choice 
of a secretary of state, there can be little doubt that "Kennedy will 
make the decisions." 
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The prompt message of congratulations from KhrUBhchev to Kennedy, 
says the" Sydney DAILY lErEGRAPH, shovra tliat "obviously Russia also 
regards Kennedy's election as the begijming of a net: deal," 
The Adelaide ADVlilRTlSER adds that Khrushchev's appeal for a return 
to the Stalin-Roosevelt spirit is not the happiest of coiapariscns, 
since no American can forget that this led to Yalta^ where 
"Roosevelt signed the most disastrous treaty in his country's 
history." 

Nationalist China ; In its initial reaction to Kennedy's victory. 
Radio Taipei, after notinf; the "misunderstandinc" among "many 
Chinese people" that a ciiange in administration might foreshadoi: 
a change in U.S. policy toward Chinese communism, e:q?resses 
satisfaction that Kenned^^ in the final round of his debates \T±+Jh 
Nixon "restated his endorsei-ient of Eisenhower's offshore islands 
stand." 

The press. Radio Taipei reports, is of the unanimous opinion that 
there will be no fundamental change in U.S. policy toward China, 
Some papers predict an even firmer attitude in dealing with the 
comr/iunist bloc because, as the official SEIK SHEIIG JIII PAO says, thti 
Democrats have "corrected the 'Stevensonian line' of appeasement." 
CIIEN IBIH HBIN IffiN eicpeets Kennedy to "raise /auerican prestige 
througli actions to help defend the Taiwan Strait." 

A CEIJTPAL DAILY HEl-JS editorial, noting the bipartisanship of U.S, 
foreign policy in the past, e:rpresses the belief that the Kennedy 
administration will continue "to strive to safegard the national 
security of the United States. and the collective security of the free 
•vrorld" and hopes that tlie future Kennedy government will follow the 
"policy of strength" as a means of attaining peace. 

So uth Korea ; Seoul radio reports generally favorable reaction araon:^ ROK 
political leaders to Senator Kennedy's election but notes their feeling 
of co-icern about possible changes in U.S. policy toward South Korea. 

Chu Yo-han, chairman of bhe Democratic Party policy coMaittee, is quoted 
as believing that the ne^; administration "will pursue a more elastic 
foreign policy than the outgoing Republican adiainlstratlon, " but he 
adr.iitted his concern over possible U.S. policy changes toward 
Communist China and Ifcrea, especially over the proposal for the 
neutralization of Kbrea in the A\istrian fashion as contained in 
Senator Mansfield's report. A leader of the old-faction Democrats, 
voicing the same concern, observed that "important changes in the U.S. 
policy toward our country as well as important events in our countr/ 
in the past all occurred under Democratic administrations." 
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noting fears that the "strong anticoDitaunist defense line" may be 
A/eakened by the coup in South Vietnam, Kim Kjoi-han coiiffiients in a 
Geoul radio broadcast that tliis is "the first iiaportant development 
facing Senator Kennedy"' and claims that "the neasures talcen to cope 
vith this development will serve as the acid test of the United States' 
new policy." A Seoul radio cormnentary on Kennedy's election points out 
tliat the American people voted for Kennedy because of his youthful, 
appeal, the fact that "they wanted a change, " and the fact that he 
can -irorlc better with a Democratic Congress. "They have accepted his 
call for a stronger America which will be able to negotiate with the 
Soviet Union from a position superior both railltarUy and economically." 

Japan ; All major Japanese newspapers conment favorably on the election 
results. One or two express minor misgivings, and several lay 
considerable stress on the problems which confront him both at home 
and abroad. Hone e3!:pect sharp changes in UjS. policy to\mrd Japan; 
most, hov'fever, feel that inevitable adjustments in U.S. foreign and 
economic policy will have repercxisslcns in Japan, llost papers note 
possible effects of the election on the current Japanese political 
campaign and warn Japanese parties not to try to use the results to their 
Dim advantage. 

In its Nov. 10 editorial ASAIEE sees as the greatest significance of the 
Kennedy victory the desire of the American people for a chaxige, a 
desire to break away from the present serious and dangerous deadlock 
in international relations which Indicates serious self -reflection by 
the Americans. Discussing Kennedy's foreign and domestic policies, the 
paper says they show a vigorous determination to meet the Soviet challenge 
snuarely in a broad field of peaceful competition. The paper hopes the 
USSR will respond with a similarly flexible attitude and prepare for 
sincere talks with the nev U.S. Government. ASAJII also sees' 'the 
election as of deep and direct concern to Japan, and says there is hardQy 
anyone -irtio doubts that the ne\r administration irill lend a more attentive 
ear to the voice of Japan and give more consideration to the feelings 
of the Japanese people. In an editorial on Nov, 11 ASAHE discusses 
possible effects of the election on Japan's economy. It -vreirns that it 
would be dangerous to be overly optimistic and e:>rpect too much, but 
dirges the government to e:qpect changes and prejjare for them, 
ASAHI's "Divine Voice, Human Uords" colimm says the United States, 
■^rtilch had been showing signs of old age, may noi; return to a pioneer 
spirit \Tlth. its youthful president, but notes that many foreign leaders 
feel ani:lety about Kennedy's age and lack of eigperience. 

YOIIIURI considers that "the choice of Mr, Kennedy is a tribute to the 
good sense of the American people," but it cautions: "VJe have the impressin 
tliat, in view of the readiness of the 43-year-old president-elect to 
accept the Soviet challenge to the supremacy of the American way of life, 
the world will soon find itself at a crucial crossroads." 
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Tlie editorial ends -with the oTjcervation that there are many 
coimtries, and not only in the Uestern cacip, trhich vill feel soi:;e 
tmeasiness about Kennedy's victory, and it hopes that "he will shore 
up his ovn wealinesses "by appointing .first-rate veterans to his 
adininistrationo" Exi^ressinc almost identical vieira/ IIAIMICHI adds 
that there vill probahly "be no iiajor change in U.S. policy toward japan, 
though "there may he some slight change in nuance; still it is 
lnconceiva"ble that President Kennedy vill agree to the abrogation cf 
the U.3,-Japan security treaty or to Japanese neutrality." 

rmiOH KEIZA.I, vhile agreeing that U.S. policy toward Japan will rer-.ain 
the same J judges from Kennedy's speeches that he will be someT:hat rore 
Insistent on Japanese restrictions of eiqports to the United States and 
somewhat more inclined to protect the U.,S. te::tile industry. The x^aper 
hopes the new president "i/ill view this matter from a broader viewpoint." 

JAPAN TIMES sees the change in administration as an opportunity for 
new ideas to influence the policies of the U.S. Govermient, though 
"it is perhaps doubtful whether these new ideas will suffice to hej.p 
materially to cure international tensions, the crying ne^d of the ege/' 
The paper urges that any changes in U.S. foreign policy be carefuliy 
considered before they are made, that proper consideration be giveri to 
the wislifts and aspirations of friends and allies, and that any attempt 
to. secure better relations with the communist bloc not involve the 
sacrifice of any fundamental principle. 

l/hile not as unanimous as the newspapers in hailing the Kennedy victori- 
as a "good thing," Japanese radio and television commentators genet-ally 
e:rpress at least qualified pleasure with the election resijlte. A 
common judgment is that "Japan, and the world, e::pect much of 
llr, Kennedy's youth and positiveness, '" Others: "Kennedy's electron 
shows that Americans e:cpect him to break loose the current static 
state of affairs, especially in the field of economic and diplomatic 
competition with the Sovj.et Union" (Hocokuwa on JOAX-TV)j "Tlie 
American people hope to regain through the Kennedy election econora; c, 
diplomatic, and scientific leadership" (Pukuda on JOAK); "The Kennedy 
victory will bring a new breeze in international politics" (llasega:\ra 
on JOAK); "¥e anticipate a broad approach to the security treaty and 
base issues and a more ujider standing attitude toward Japan in trade 
matters" (YOKDTA on JOAIC-TV); "The fact that he did not mention peace 
in his acceptance -epeech and e::press his views on relay^tion of East-Uest 
tensions discourages us" (Kolwai on JOHR); "The Kennedy vir>.tory is 
obviously advantageous to the Socialist and Democratic -Socialist parties 
in t'leir election campaigns . . . but we shouJ-d not falsely presT-anc; 
that xhe Kennedy administration will support Japanese neutrality" 
(Aikawa on JOKR); "Tliere is a possible disadvantage because of his you-ihj 
fear of war under a Deiiiocratlc administration still lingers^ 
(Fujlwara on KRTV) . 
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On an LiaK-T? nevs roundup Gociallst Party Secretary General Eda says: 
"I look forvard to a dTncuJ^ic clmnge from power politics to a 
coijrai3eous policy for vorld peace. First we hope for an early 
IChrushchev -Kennedy irieetin[3, idth the five neutral powers exerting 
thair efforts; then, a ree::atiination of the security treaty is 
desirable; and removal of U.S. railltary "bases ^rauld represent a 
sincere handshake with the United States." SQTJIO Chairman ICaoru Ota, 
speaking on a JOLF radio news roundup, says: "U.S. labor unions 
sujjported Kennedy, and for that reason alone v;e feel his policy will 
be a good one. The Socialist Pai'ty can now replace the Liberal- 
Denocratic Party, which worked closely with the Republican 
adninlstration, and move toward a policy of neutralism with the Democratic 
Tarty government. Kennedy's election should be regarded as a boon to 
Japan's working class." 

E. Latin America 

Uhile much interest In the election is sho^m by Latin American radios, 
Gonraent on the election is limited generally to brief statements by 
covernnent leaders, organizations, and the press. \Jith the exception 
of Cuba, these sources are nearly unanimoiis in welcoming Kennedy's 
victory as indicating a return to Franlclin Roosevelt's good neighbor 
policy. Comments are priraarily concerned with U.S. -Latin American 
relations, and very fei; references are heard regarding the election's 
-ii-.ipact on world affairs. 

A rgentina : The view prevailing in Buenos Aires, according to AST, is 
that Kennedy's victory will "open the way for a change in U.S. policy 
toward Latin America." Economy Minister Alsogaray, the SAPORITI news 
agency reports, expects no cliange in U.S. -Argentine economic relations. 

Brazil : Brazilian concern for its .^Operation Pan Aiuerican" plan is 
reflected in President Kubitschek's greetings, q.uoted by the Brazilian 
radio home service, in which he expressed confidence that the plan will 
enter a "definitive state," and in an AFP report that Brazilian official 
political circles expect Kennedy's "complete support" for the plan. 

Chile : Chilean Foreign llinister Vergara, according to AFP, is convinced 
that U.S. aid to Latin Ai.ierican nations will be increased because of 
Kennedy's "awareness of the realities" of Latin Aiierican political problem.SQ 

Co lombia : In one of the few comments on the effect of Kennedy's 
election on the U.S. leadership in the free world, the conservative 
EL GIGLO is quoted by AFP as saying that "obviously the Kennedy 
aOiiinistration will have no objective other than to impi-ove the great 
democratic nation and to defend the Western cause." Kennedy's victory is 
a "triumph of deraocracy over dictatorial carnmuiiism , " 
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llejcico: Mexico City's Cadena Radiodifiisora l.Ie::icana conmientator, 
notiij'p, that the Republicajis in the past eight years "have never been 
too friendly to Mexico," velcones ICeimedy's victory "because oi the 
"traditionally respectful, sincere, and cordial attitude of the 
Dcrnoci-ats . " 

Guatanala: Radio Quezaltenan^o attributes Kennedy's success to his 
"^reat personoJ. magnetism" and to his past public services, adding -:hat 
the youth in Kennedy is matched by a flexibility of approach to national 
and international problems. Kennedy's victory, accordine to AFP, was 
veil received in Guatemala, but no official conBnent has been monitored. 

Venezuela ; Kennedy's triwnph vas "received favorably" in Venezuelan 
political circles, AFP reports. "In Caracas, vhere Nixon's 
unpopiilarity was made evident during his visit, the popularity of 
Kennedy has even reached the ■ man-in-the-street," 

Paragua y; AFP reports without elaboration that vhile favorable opinion 
prevails among the National Republican and opposition Christian 
Democratic parties, "some Febrerista leaders' opinions are imfavoraDle, ' 

Urugu ay; National Council President Benito Nardone, AFP says, expresse-i 
the hope that the new administration would further contribute to 
cooperation and understanding among members of the American coi^imunity. 

Ecuador : Foreign Minister Chiriboga, AFP reports, said Kcmedy's 
victory offered new prospects for a "more vigorous, timely, and gen.--rou3 
U.S. policy toward Latin Anaerica. He believes Kennedjr will "vigoro -is li^ 
carry out" the new development program announced at the Bogota meeting 
of the Committee of 21. 

Dominican Republic: Dominican radio comment on the election of Ken:iedy 
is' dlvid'ed, with La Voz Dominlcana expressing hope of a bright new era, 
and Radio Caribe vlexring both presidential candidates as repr es en ta Lives 
of U.S. capitalism. 

La Voz Dominlcana commentators praise Kennedy's "brilliant and promislnr: 
youth, * , . the brilliant concepts of his political beliefs and of his 
political program, which Includes first and foremost a revision anu 
Improvement of relations between the United States and Latin America." 
The comraentator attributes to Kennedy "a keen desire to rectify the erroi 
of the Republican adminis ta-ation," Another coi.imentator on the saiae 
station asserts that Latin Americans are confident that there will be "a 
rebirth of the spirit of solidarity in the White House." In contrast. 
Radio Caribe asserts that both Kennedy and Ni::on have sho\ra a coraplexe 
lack of understanding of U.3»-Latin American relations, and that 
Latin America can expect nothing from Kennedy's election. 
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Cuba: Cu-faan radio and television conanent on' ICenxiedy's election is 
alnost uniformly unfavorable and in general d^ delivered ±n the 
Ga..ie caustic tones which typify Cuban propaganCLa attaclcs on the 
Liaenhover administration. A very fev comments indicate a 
preference for Kennedy over his opponent, but the consensus is 
^nat Kennedy shares the attitudes of the present adr.iinlstration and 
i.iLi continue its policies. It is said that the American people did 
not vote for Kennedy, but acainst Eisenhower; that Kennedy is a "dunce, " 
- mil..ionau:e, " and "a monopolist," and that a change in tlie U.S.

12 AFB dispatch frari Havana claims that a change in the tone of 
Cuban press treatment of the p3?6sldent-elect has talcen place and states 
tliat the press has siritched from a policy of insults to a "wait -ana- rsee 
attitude," 



II. YUGOSLAVIA 

The Yugoslav view of the election results is aomewhat ambivalent. 
Both BOKBA and POKETIIffl- note that Yiigoslav-U.S . relations, developeci 
on a basis of mutioal respect and equality, "will continue to clevelort) 
well in this direction, and now they can be even better." Af^-.er 
mentioning:,the "stagnation" during the Eisenhower Administration, 
rOLITIKA says the Democrats promise "initiative and dynamism" and a 
desire, to put America "in step with the tines." 

The Belgrade home service seems less enthusiastic about the new 
administration when it says that, regarding foreign policy, Kenneays 
eZection speeches indicate "nothing will change in the basic concepts, 
and it remains to be seen xrhich election promises will be liaplementnd . 
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III. SINO-SOVIET BLOC 
A. USSR 

Soviet commentators vieiv the election results as a. resounding vote 
of no nonfidence in the Eisenhower administration and its policies, 
foreign and domestic. Radio Moscow commentator Valentin Zorin tfells 
home service listeners (Nov. 9) that U.S. voters gave their 
""unambigvious no to the cold war policy whose trouha.dors and champions ^ 
have been EisenhoTser, Nixon, and Lodge." Most of Moscow's foreign 
audiences are told by conimentetor Shakhov (Nov, 9) that by their 
votes "Americans rejected the arms race and cold war policies and 
condemned the provocative actions of the U.S. military." 

In support of this line of argument, Moscow largely ignores the close- 
ness of the final tabulations, and roost commentarties leave the 
impression that the Democratic ticket gained a substantial majority. 
Newscasts, however, report the results with factual accuracy, and an 
occasional cnirmentary explains the closeness of the vote by alleging 
a Democratic failure to speak out clearly against "cold war" policies. 

iJgJL-Q£EO?.tunity for Detente-_ Kennedy's victory is seen as a new 
opportunity to improve U.S. -Soviet relations and to settle outstanding 
differences. Khrushchev's congratulatory message of Nov. 9, widely 

roadcast by Radio Moscow, sets the propaganda line by expressing the 
nope that U.S. -Soviet relations "will again follow the line along 
wnich they were developing in Franklin's Roosevelt's time." Virtually 
th p°"'"^'^^'*^®"t°^s echo the reference to the allegedly halcyon days of 

■ne Roosevelt era, and many claim the Democratic victory was in part 
due to a raeftllection by the voters that it was the Democratic 
president Roosevelt who understood that there were no U.S. -Soviet 
disputes fthat oould not be resolved through negotiations. 

vhrushchev himself specifies disarmament and the German issue as two 
problems that could be solved given a proper climate of opinion in 
^ashington. Routine commentators, however, refrain from mentioning 
specific issues; and, like Khrushchev, they do not yet call directly 
^ur negotiatinns on the summit level. A Nov. 11 talk to North America, 
or exarnfile, asks only that Kennedy's expressed aspirations for lasting 
peaoe "be reflected in concrete deeds." 

~£i-£rLtici^m of ^ennedyx Moscow's preelection comment professed to see 
a most no difference between the two major candidates; both were 
alleged to be representatives of monopoly capital and both were accused 
ot supporting "cold war" policies in their speeches. Nixon was, how- 
ever, singled out for sLarpeah aLf.aclfs, end some slight hope was held 
out that KeiiTisdy iDight resolve hi b "u. ,iii,fn<ln <: Lory" campaign pledges in 
favor of a. peBoei'nl Kue of policy. 
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Now^ although they continue to voice objections to the Democratic Party 
platform, .Soviet conanentators reffSln from personal anima.dv'ersicns 
against the ptesident-elect.' At the same time, they make no firm 
predictions for the future cnurse .of U.S. -Soviet relations and opanlv" 
take a wait-and-see attitude in regard to the new president's policias. 
The Soviet home audience is told on Nov. 10 that "the near future 
will show whether the new predident will be able and will wish to con- 
sider the desire and hopes of the voters; it will show the course he 
has chosen in foreign and domestic policy." IZVESTIA similarly de- 
clares, on Nov. 9, that "the immediate future will ahow whether the 
new Democratic administration will draw conclusions from the instructive 
returns" — the chief lesson being according to IZVESTIA, that the 
Ameriaan people have rejected the policies of the "cold war" and 
the arms race. 

Broadcasts to U.S. Allies : On Nov. 9 and 10, Moscow's propaganda ime^ 
as described above, was widely diffused and revealed no special tailoring 
for individual audiences, On Nov. 11, however, cc*miiifintaries tailored 
for specific U.S. allies made the point that U.S. policies may well 
undergo change and sajell states must be carefxil not to miss the boat. 

For example, the Spanish audience is told on Nov. 11 that the U.S, voters 
disapproved the Republican policy of support for fascist dictators 
and that Franco's regime is concerned over Nixon's defeat. Iranians 
hear that "reactionaries" in Iran are perturbed at the election results 
and fear their efforts to "sell out" Iran will prove to no avail. A 
broadcast to Denmark expresses regret that Danish press comment 
indicates that "Danish NATO circles quite plainly do not wish to notice 
the change which has taken place in U.S. public opinion." 

V olume of Comme nt; The voliirae of Radio Moscow comment on the elect: on 
results is extensive, amounting to about 15 percent of total comment 
on all subjects during the three-day period Nov. 9 to 11. While this 
figure is not unusually high for a m.ajor international event, it is con- 
siderably above that recorded for previous presidential elections. 
The 1952 election, in Stalin's era, and the 1956 election, occurring: in 
the midst of the Suez and Himgarian crises, drew only a fraction of this 
volume of attention. 

The comment is beamed to all of Moscow's audiences, home and foreign. 
The Soviet home service has broadcast seven radio talks on the resuj.ts, 
compared with one in 1956. Major regional stations, too, seem to be 
devoting a considerable amount of time to the results, in aodition to 
their normal relaying of the central home service. Radio Kiev broad- 
cast two commentaries on Nov. 10 and two more on Nov. 11; it is ununual 
for Kiev to devote more than one radio talk per day to a single topic.

B. ConnEunist China 

Like Moscow, Peking interprets ■ the Repuhlican defeat as a reflection 
of the "hankruptcy" of the poliaies puraued by the Eisenhower-Nixon 
administration. But unlike Moscow, Peking sees no possibility that a 
Kennedy administration will mean any improvement or any slackening 
of U.S. "aggressive" policies. 

Peking's position is outlined most authoritatively in a KWANGMING 
DAILY article of Nov. 11. fhe commentator portrays Kennedy as no more 
than a "new tool of monopoly capital," all of whose statements on 
foreign policy "amack of gunpowder." "People throughout the world," the 
article continues, "certainly have no illusions about U.S. imperialism, 
TKhich is aggressive by nature," and they will not be fooled even if 
Kennedy "continues the trick of pretending to favor peace while really 
preparing for war." 

Peking has not yet taken issue directly with the Moscow expressions 
of hope that U.S. policies will be altered by the new administration. 
But NCM transmissions include numerous reviews of world press coimient 
purportedly indicating that the new administration will not alter U.S. 
policies. 

'J"he Iraqi newspaper AL-BIIAD is quoted on Nov. 11 as saying: "It is mere 
illusion for some people to think th&re is a difference between 
Democrats and Republicons. " An NCNA dispatch of Nov. 12 starts out as 
follows: "The next Democratic administration under Kennedy v/ill 
definitely not change the aggressive and war policies consistently 
pursued by the Eisenhower government, comment by the U.S. and West^ 
European press and news agencies reveals." Promptly on Nov. 9 Peking 
quotes a Japanese trade union leader to the effect that the Japanese 
people "should contintie their struggle and not slacken their vigilance 
regarding the actions of U.S. imperialism" because the new U.S. administra- 
i.ion "will not change its basic China policy or its policy toward Ja.pBxi." 

n. East European Satellites 

-■^'ast European commentators echo Moscow and Peking in arguing that Niron's 
defeat was a. defeat for the "cold war" policies of the Eisenliower 
administration. In general, they are less reluctant "than Soviet 
r:omraentators to criticize Keimedy or to express doubts regarding any 
future policy change; but only AlbaTiia appears to side fully with 
Peking's view that no change in U.S. policy is possible. 

On the basis of what Kennedy said during his campaign, and his close 
relationship with Wall Street, som.e East European commen ha bors maintain 
T.here is no significanh evJ deuce that he will pursue policies much 
differ-eiih ft-^uo hv.ose of bbe Einenii. >v»<--i.- Ni v.. .n adiiiini stra.tion. However, 
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they frequently cite two aspects of the Democratic victory that are 
allegedly favorahle to Kennedy ~ his party's identification with the 
Roosevelt administration, and Ms campaign declaration that ^ he would 
have apologized to Klirushchev fever the ^'2 incident. In this 
declaration, Kennedy clearly rfeflected the will of the American people, 
broadca.sts mrinteln. 

Overoptimlsm is, however, countered by the contention that Kennedy made 
"contradictory" statements dm-ing his campaign and failed to ^define any 
genuine overall peace policy. Cze choslovak commentator Ludvik Cerma]< 
observes that it would be preneture to assume the election will result 
in any "substantial c^mnges" in U.S. policy, and adds: 'We must expect, 
instead of a clarification of international relations, various atterapts 
to give a new initiative to U.S. foreign policy, with the principal b'- 
of obstructing eveiy success of countries of the socialist camp." 

B ulgarian media say Kennedy's election bears out the fact that a large 
segment of Americans are under the "illusion" that he may fulfill sone 
of his preelection promises, and tfharges : that the president-elect 
has announced his intention of ''intensifying the anti communist hysteria" 
and trying to interfere in the affairs of socialist countries. 

An East G erman broadcast sayr it is "roost questionable" whether Kennedy 
is offering the American people a genuine political alternative. But 
in a Nov. 9 front-page commentary, NEUES DEUTSCHIAND interprets 
Kennedy's victory as a defeat for American policy as pursued thus fai-. 
The paper states that "if this means that U.S. ruling circles have^ 
begun to assess ■ their own potentialities in a more sober and realist.ic 
manner than in the past, it will certainly be a step forward." However, 
the paper goes on to express skepticism in this respect and concludei;: 
"Unless the new president wants to cruelly disappoint the confidence of 
those who voted for him, he will have to do muoh thinking in the nex-.. 
weeks and months. This applies particularly to the paramount issue of 
peace and the dem.and for general and complete disarmament connected 
with it. " 

Poland , while agreeing with' the rest of the bloc in analysing the election 
as first and forerost a defeat for Elsenhower-Nixon policies, and 
accusing Kennedy of singing "cold war tunes" in his campaign, appeer;^ 
to adopt a more positive attitude toward Ms administration. "Kermeiiy 
has the possibility ... of coming forth with a new initiative, 
either concerning disarmament negotiations or more generally concerning 
relations between East and West," says a ZYCIE WARSZAWY article. Wai^saw 
observes that much will depend upon whether Kennedy chooses "liberal" 
aides like Adlai Stevenson or "ultrareactirnaries" of the Dean Acheson 
school. 
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The Rumaniem home service on Nov. 10 carries a tall;: assessing the results 
in much the same terms as Moscow. Claiming that many people ±'£i 
voting for Kennedy had in mind Franklin Roosevelt, "who . . . under- 
stood the need for peaceful coexistence between the capitalist and 
socialist systems and even for their collahoration," the talk concludes 
"by wondering whether the new administration '^hwill understand the hopes 
and aspirations expressed by the American people." 

'^^''= &\3lg§iiQn ai-id Albanian radios assert that the election results were 
^ rejection by the people of the Eisenhower government's "aggressive 
policy." Tirana, citing among other- factors which have reduced American 
prestige "the provocations against the CPR and other socialist 
r^ovtntries," says that the policy of Kennedy, himself a multimillionaire, 
^ill be directed by the "oligarchs and financiers," and that in pledging 
increased military strength and subversive activities in East Europe, 
i.enneciy has shown himself a "devoted successor to John Foster Dulles." 

D. Far Eastern Satellites 

S2rth_KoTea and North^Vietnam, in scant comment, appear to share Peking's 
view that any change in U.S. policy is too remote a possibility to 
merit consideration. In a Nov. 11 article broadcast by the Pyongyang 
home service, NODONG SIbJMUM agrees that the elections were but a. 
1^ deceptive trick" aimed at fostering illusions among voters tired of the 
\lt^'^ ™^^" policies of the administration. The article stresses that 
despite Kennedy's victory "there can be no change in the basic policy 
l^f U.S. imperialism." A PYONGYANG SINIUN article of Nov. 11 is entitled 
"The Rea: Nature of U.S. Imperialism Cannot Be Changed." 

The Hanoi paper NHAN DAN charges that Nixon and Kennedy are "only new 
actors in the same old play." The paper does interpret the election, 
results as an indication of a change in the "balance of forces" in the 
United States itself, but warns that the Amex-Jcan j)coplo "cannot content 
themsf^lvcin w.i l.h IkiIcIttip; o smnlli^j- <ievJ'l -in tlicir arms." 
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IV. LA.TE REACTION 

Monitored comment dealing with the election results slackens from LO^t 
parts of the world after Nov. 12. An exception is Redio Cairo, iwhica 
continues to broadcast several commentaries or editorials a day 
urging the new president to reconsider his position on the Arab-Israeli 
dispute. Most TOncompiu nist radio comment now consists of reviews o± 
foreign reaction to the election, with the accent en favorable comment. 
In some quarters there is a slight muting of the initial stress on 
expectations of changes in U.S. policies, and more comment is heard 
to the effect that there will be no basic revision of U.S. foreign 
policy under the new administration. The most commonly repeated 
theme in late noncoirflmmist Asian comment is the hope that President 
Kennedy will be able to negotiate with Soviet Premier Khrushchev to 
ease world tension. Little or no comment on the election appears to 
ha,ve been broadcast by Cuban stations over the weekend. 

Late Soviet comment is keyed primarily to Khrushchev's message of 
congratulation to the president-elect. A few Moscow commentaries^ 
tailored for particular countries discuss the impact of the election 
results in those countries. A Moscow broadcast in Japanese links tie 
U.S. elections with the current Japanese electoral campaign, while e 
commentary beamed to Southeast Asian audiences accuses the Eisenhower 
administration of covering up its election defeat with the "brandishing 
of a'x'-^3," a reference to a recent statement on the combat-readmess of 
the U.S. Seventh Fleet. This commentary attributes Kennedy's victaiy 
to his "promise to follow the teachings of the late President Roosevelt" 
on friendly relations with the USSR; If Kennedy fails to live up to 
this promise, "he will meet the same fate as Nixon." A commentary ^ 
beamed to the United Kingdom, reporting the Soviet public's belief '-ha . 
the election results "promise new times," observes that the reappoiu la- 
ment of J. Edgar Hoover and Allen Dulles "makes It difficult to Judjte" 
whether this promise will materialize. 

Peking's NCNA transmits numerous dispatches reviewing foreign press 
comment supporting the Communist Chinese view that Kennedy's polici -s 
and attitudes will not differ from those of his predecessor. NCNA 
reports without comir.ent the retention of Allen Dulles and J . Edgar 
Hoover in the new administration but notes that Stuart Symington 
has been designated by the president-elect to "step up arms expansi m 
and war prepare. tions . "
